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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from a multiple dependent claim 4. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 12 not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

2. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by 
"or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP 

§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gryder (US 5252068). 

Regarding claims 1-2 and 10 Gryder teaches a game controller frame having 
head incorporating bearing for suspending a player (col 4, lines 3-7). Player is 
suspended in a chair or harness (col 4, lines 60-62). Position control for the player to be 
displayed as the computer game is being played (col 6, lines 25-35). Gryder further 
teaches the handlebar the player can grasp which is fixed to the frame, and the body 
movement causes bearing corresponds and the signal gets transmitted to the game (col 
6, lines 25-55). Gryder discloses the changing of resistance according to the changes of 
player rotation (col 6, lines 12-25), which is considered to be exercise for the player 
since movement of resistance would be higher, and player has to move their body 
accordingly. Gryder also discloses controller frame is locked by tension cables for the 
sturdiness of the frame so it prevents it from unwanted movement of the controller (col 

5, lines 3-7). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomris the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 4-5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gryder (US 5,252.068) in view of Beal (US 5,782,639). 

Regarding claims 4-5 and 1 1 Gryder fails to disclose the control bar being a joystick or 
rotational control wheel type having control functionality. Note that. Gryder discloses 
these control functionality wherein he explains that control bar and body movement 
signals are transmitted to the computer game, Beal discloses a motion simulator virtual 
reality video game having a handlebar that is joy stick type and adjustable to user's 
need and has various user controls (col 8, lines 36-45). Therefore it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate Bears joy stick type of control functionality to Gryder's control bar since 
Gryder's control bar is used to maneuver side to side and change the direction of the 
flight. The movement of the control bar changes the display images on the screen that 
controlled by the player, which can be considered as a joystick type of controller. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Carmein (US 5,782,639).
